New York Loan and Exchange. 


This much. improved .outiook in the 
budget of public expenditure has been 
one sentimental influence on foreign 
exchange rates.

The Government is planning a volun- 
tary internal loan to follow the forced 
loan of 1,000,000,000 gold marks, the let- 
ter of which will be raised, so far as 
subscriptions are concerned, in paper 
marks. At present there is considerable 
apprehension that the compulsory 
idndérs will raise cash through requit- 
ing the Reichsbank ‘to rediscount. hold- 
ings of Treagusy bills amounting to 
138,000,000,000, instead of paying. their 
subscriptions from their bank balances. 
The present estimated total of such 
bank. balances is . 100,000,000,000, the 
figure in the last private bank report 
being 87,000,000,000. 

But i privately held Treasury bills 
were to be rediscounted on any such 
enormous scale, then the forced loan 
would mérely have the .effect of fund- 
ing a part of the Government’s floating 
debt without diminishing its total. in- 
debtedness. On the other hand, if un- 
der pressure from the Allies the Reichs- 
bank were to be freed from compulsion 
to discount further ‘Treasury bills, then 


the State would have to resort to direct |. 


issue of paper currency on its own a¢- 
count. 

‘This has been possible already under 
the law of 1874, though on a compara~ 
tively small scale. Since that date, be- 
tween 100,000,000 and 200,000,000 notes 
of the Reichak heine description , 
have been put into circulation, Unline 
ited issues of that kind, however, would 
require fresh legislation.
